Pittsburg. Pa.. Oct. 23.—The great- 


est sensation in local financial circles 
in years and one- wholly unexpected 
occurred today when the Pittsburg 
Stock Exchange suspended operations 
for the day. announcing that, the Se- 
curity Investment 'company, a concern 
formed for the purpose of handling 
Uif affairs-of tho Westinghouse inter- 
ests, was slightly embarrassed on ac- 
count of the Now York money market 
stringency. 


Statements issued by the president 


and secretary of the Pittsburg Stock 
Exchange and the chairman of the 
Pittsburg Clearing Hqusc association 
a.t noon- made light of the matter and 
expression of confidence in the local 
financial condition. 


At. a meeting of several hours the 


clearing hquae announced that not a 
bank in Pittstuunj was 
in trouble. 


None have asked for any aid and it 
was Htatcd. should any institution re- 
<iucst assistance il. would bo rendered 
immediately. 


To offset .any fear that may bo en- 


tertained here. it. waa made public 


that local banks had expressed a large 
sum of money yesterday to New York 
for 
the 
purpose 
of relieving 
the 


money stringency in that .city. 


Affects Westinghouse interest. 


The embarrassment of the Secur- 


ity Investment 
company affects a 


number of the. Westinghouse inter- 
ests and an application will bo made 
some time today for a receiver for 
the Westinghouse Electric and Manu- 
facturing company, the Westinghouse 
Machine company and Tlio Nernst 
Lamp company. 
The Union Switch

involved. 


The embarrassment of the Security 


Investment . company, it, is said, is 
only temporary, and is attributed to 
the inability o£ the company to se- 
cure funds on account, of the strin- 
gency in the money market. 
The 


amount involved is not known yet, 
but it will be millions ot dollars. 


Officials Make Statement. 


Secretary C. H. Holman. of the 


Pittsburg Stock exchange made the 
following announcement, when the 
exchange opened this morning. 


"At. the request, of the Pittsburg 


clearing house and at the suggestion 
of the members and board of direc- 
tors the Pittsburg Stock exchange 
has been closed for the day."

Out of Chaos. 


New York, Oct. 23.—,T. Pierpont 


Morgan has practically assumed com- 
mand in financial circles in New York 
today. He is striving to bring order 
out of chaos and see what can he done 
to protect the large Interests tLat are 
now in jeopardy. 
Up to this time 


there has been no organization among 
the trust companies officers and Mr. 
Morgan and James Stillman, of the 
National City bank, are earnestly en- 
gaged in an effort to bring about co- 
operation 
among 
the 
institutions. 


Wherever it is found that the man- 
agement of any institution under sus- 
picion has been sufficiently conserva- 
tive to warrant rendering assistance, 
that assistance will be forthcoming. 


Better Tone Now Evident. 


A distinctly 
more favorable tone 


was evident in Wall street at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, following the announce- 
ment that Secretary Cortelyou, of the 
treasury department, had made depos- 
its of government funds in New York 
banks and, Mr. Cortelyou 
believes 


that he is able to cope with the situa- 
tion. The stock market had 
been 


holding better all day than had been 
expected and the fact that the Trust 
Company of America had 
withstood 


the rush of depositors to withdraw 
money for four hours without difficulty 
was an additional encouraging factor. 
It was also regarded as a good sign 
that there had been no Tun on any 
other national institution today and 
that banks were transacting business 
in a normal manner. 


The Trust 
Company 
of America 


successfully withstood the run right, 
up to the close of banking hours at 3 
o'clock. 
' The stock market was rather irreg- 
ular in the final dealing, St, Paul be- 
ing a weak feature. 
In general, how- 


ever,, the general tone held well at 
prices considerably above the lowest 
of the day. 


It is agreed by everyone that the 


condition at the national and state 
banks

most 
satisfactory; 
that 


there is no unusual 
pressure upon 


them, and that, the same is true as to 
most of the trust companies. There 
Is nothing like a run upon any of the 
financial institutions in New York to- 
day except tho

sheer white materials, such as lawn 
or batiste, and if the edge of the hem 
and the bottom of the ruffle arc feath- 
er stitched with Copenhagen blue or 
Royal Society floss the effect is stun- 
ning. 


As a finish for the top use a beading 


through which a belt ribbon may be 
run. 


Decorations that may be used on 


these aprons are initials in perforated 
designs. One of these—any letter de- 
sired—is sent with each pattern. The 
paper letters are in three different 
sizes, the largest being two and three- 
quarter inches, the medium one and 
one-half and the small five-eighths of 
an inch in height.

This must be rubbed 
thoroughly into the perforations with 
a piece of cloth wrapped around the 
end of one finger-

city, which Is exclusively for boys. 
Tho bequest becomes effective after 
thu death of tho widow, Mrs. Frances 
Carson. 
Tho Institution will be lo- 


cated at Klourtown, just over tho city 
lino. In Montgomery county. 


Tho will la almost identical with 


that of Stephen Girard, who founded 
the largest college of its kind in the 
world. 
Mr. Carson's bequest pro- 


vides that the institution shall not bo 
controlled by tiny • religious denomin- 
ation and that no religious services 
shall be held in the Institution that 
are peculiar or exclusive to any 
church. 


The girls are to be carefully In- 


structed in tho fuudamental doctrines 
of Christianity, and no clergyman ot 
any sect Is to be excluded from the 
grounds, but there is to be no prosely- 
ting or reference to their own peculiar 
tenets or belief expressed before the 
pupils. The management of tho col- 
logo is to be intrusted to a board of 
seven trustees, who are to be ap- 
pointed by the executor and trustees 
of the will. 


The college will be open to all poor 


white girls both of whose parents are 
dead.

which supply the public with impure 
water.

companies in different parts of the 
state, some of the water samples ex- 
amined at the state laboratory prov- 
ing to be very bad, and is seeking a 
remedy.
